THE EDITOR’S FRANKFORT LET- 
TER. 

Frankfort, Per. 21 — Both Houses 
of the General Assembly have cerUinly 
••played ball” with tho County Unit 
bill since last report. While the friends 
of the bill really accomplished little, 
they had the opposition on the anxious 
seat at several stages of tho game 
Had it not been that two Senators- B. 
M. Arnett, of Jessamine county, and 
K. M. Salmon, of Hopkins county-con- 
veniently left the chamber at a crucial 
point, and did not vote, the County Unit 
bill would have been rescued from its 
burying ground in the Religion and Mor- 
als committee and been rea«ly for a 
vote on its passage Gov. Cox ruled, 
upon the insistence of Senator Thomas, 
of Bourbon, that when a committee 
bad delayed action on a bill for an un 
reasonable length of time, that any 
member was given the right bv the con- 
stitution, to call the bill out of Com- 
mittee. Cox said that the committee 
had delayed too long on the County 
Unit bill, so ordered it out. Senatcr 
Combs, of Lexington, sppealed from 
his ruling and by a vote of 18 to 16 tl s 
the Senate refill to sustain Cox, and 
the opportunity was losL Had Arnett 
and Salmon jremained in the chamber 
and voted to susUin the chair, as they 
said afterward they would ^ have dons, 
the tie vote would have sustained it, 
and the County Unit bill would proba- < 
bly have been passed in the Senate by 
now. Its friends are much more en- 
couraged since they have found a loop- 
hole, however, and say that before the 
session is ended they will be able to get 
it out. 

JACK CHINN EXPLAINS IT. 

While the Senators were buffeting 
about the badly battered bill, its friends 
were trying to get it up as special or- 
der for a vote in the House, but again 
their effort was futile, through failure 
to poll a two-thirds majority vote. Col 
Jack Chinn, of Mercer, told a few 
truths about the matter on this attempt, 
declaring that the friends of the County 
Unit bill had only their own leaders to 
blame for ‘ts condition now. He re- 
called how Collins and Young, the erst- 
while smti-saloon leaders at Louisville, 
had sent out telegrams just before the 
1W7 State election, advising the minis- 
ters of the Sute to instruct their con- 
gregations to vote the republican ticket 
or stay at home, since the democrats 
had sold out to the liquor interests. He 
pointed out how this advice had been 
accepted, and the republican Suts tick- 
et and many prohibition republican rep- 
resentatives elected, who immediately 
came to E'rsnkfort and voted for W. O 
Bradley, an attorney for the whisky in 
terests. for United SUtes Senator and 
elected him. He said that this betrayal 
by the Anti-Saloon League leaders had 
cost the election of J. C. S. Beckham, 
a democrat, who would have been elect- 
ed Senator but for that, and have stood 
at Washington for six years, voting for 
every temperance measure that arose. 
He said that to cap the climax, the an- 
ti-saloon leaders "fired” Rev. M. B. 
Adams as president of their league be- 
cause be had denounced this betrayal. 

Col. Chinn was out for scalps with 
"blood in his eys” and be made the 
temperance leaders admit that there 
was much merit in what ha , bad said 
suid many concede that the democrats 
have strong reason for refusing to sup- 
port anything that the anti saloon league 
leaders are now asking.
